So much for that severe 
weather, huh, Chicago?

It was promoted as a massive storm system 
with the potential to drop golf ball-sized hail 
and produce wind gusts of up to 75 mph. Con- 
ditions were ripe for tornadoes, forecasters 
said. 

But the thunderstorms that passed through 
the Chicago area Wednesday night caused lit- 
tle destruction and resulted in much less may- 
hem than had been feared. Scattered reports 
of damage— a horse barn destroyed by what 
might have been a tornado; houses in Lemont 
and Naperville believed to have been struck 
by lightning— were the few signs that a pow- 
erful system had rolled through. 

The National Weather Service insists the 
storm lived up to expectations. 

“Storms develop in spotty locations,” 
said David Beachler, senior forecaster at the 
weather service. “Severe weather is not wide- 


spread ... severe storms are very isolated, but 
in those areas they can do a lot of damage.” 

Wind gusts of 69 mph were reported near 
Mount Ayr in northwest Indiana, and gusts 
of 65 mph were reported near Sandwich in 
DeKalb County 

Hail about 1 3/4 inches in diameter— the 
size of a pingpong ball— fell near Oswego in 
Kendall County Beachler said. And officials 
from the weather service were out Thursday 
to investigate damage that may have been 
caused by tornadoes northwest, south and 
west of Chicago. Funnel clouds were reported 
near Plainfield, South Elgin and Rockford and 
in Lee County among other places. 

The storms produced heavy rain, up to 
2 inches an hour, leading to flash flooding in 
areas including Kankakee, Bradley and Scher- 
erville, Ind. Parts of Kankakee, Kendall and 
Grundy counties had more than 3 inches of 
rain, with much of the area south of Chicago 
getting more than 2 inches of rain. 

“There really was severe weather in the area 


last night,” Beachler said. 

It’s unrealistic to think that severe thunder- 
storms would hit uniformly across a vast met- 


ropolitan area, Beachler said. In any storm 
system, it’s hard to predict exactly where the 
worst conditions will occur.

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Smashburger joins Five Guys on 
Lincoln Park’s Clybourn corridor 

One might call opening another burger joint a 
mere block away from Five Guys Burgers and Fries 
risky audacious ... even arrogant. Doing so would 
require, as they would say south of the border in 
Mexico where I, The Great Burgerelli, just re- 
turned from a lovely hamburger holiday, “cojones 
muygrandes.” 

That is precisely what the fine folks behind Smashburg- 
er have done with their first Chicago location, just a short 
walk north from Five Guys in Lincoln Park’s Clybourn 
corridor. Though this beefy business is based in Denver 
and recently has opened a number of locations in the sur- 
rounding suburbs, this is the very first within Chicago city 
limits, otherwise known as Burgerelli territory

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The burger: One might deduce this from 
the name, but I will state for the record that 
Smashburger’s black angus beef patties are 
pressed onto a buttered flat-top grill to create 
a seared edge that the staffers appropriately 
refer to as “meat candy” Though they are 
cooked through rather than grilled to your 
requested temperature, they remain 
quite juicy indeed. While some 
thin-patty eateries — such as 
Meatheads or Edzo’s— stack 
their patties to satisfy 
heartier appetites, Smash- 
burger opts to offer a larger 
patty instead. At nearly 1/2 
pound compared to the regu- 
lar 1/3 pound, the larger size isn’t 
immediately apparent, but upon 
closer examination, I did see that the 
patty protruded out from the bun just bit 
more. 

The bun: For a counter-service establish- 


ment, the bun selection at Smashburger is 
stupendous. The classic egg bun was fluffy 
yet firm, and the multi-grain option was not, 
as I feared it maybe, unpleasantly grainy 
And the pretzel bun, now a textbook burger 
offering in these parts, was as pleasing as 
expected. All three buns withstand a fair 
amount of lower bun compression 
under the weight of the top- 
pings, but no visible cracks or 
fissures developed. 

The fixings: Smashburger 
offers many of the toppings 
that are more akin to a 
gourmet burger bar than a 
fast-food facility The Avoca- 
do Club burger ($5.99) paired 
freshly sliced avocado with thick 
slices of applewood-smoked bacon 
and a drizzle of ranch dressing. I don’t know 
how the toppings on the Windy City burger 
($5.99)— melted cheddar, spicy mustard, let- 



tuce, tomato and crispy onion strings— rep- 
resent Chicago exactly but the combination 
was thoroughly tasty Other accoutrements 
include grilled onions or mushrooms, fresh 
jalapenos, spicy chipotle sauce, truffle may- 
onnaise, guacamole or a fried egg. 

The fries: Sweet potato fries ($2.49) are 
standard, but the signature 
Smashfries ($1.99) stand 
out for their dusting of 
rosemary and drizzle of 
olive oil, which pooled 
a bit at the bottom 
of the tray making 
for a few especially 
delicious oil-drenched 
crispy potato morsels. 

For the especially health- 
conscious, Smashburger 
also sells veggie frites ($2.99), 
a side of flash-fried green beans and 
carrots. 


Everything else: Though my love for 
burgers is paramount, I do have a rather soft 
spot for cookies and candies. Imagine my 
glee to behold Smashburger’s selection of 
milkshakes ($4.29), which range from mint 
Oreo to Nutter Butter to my new personal 
favorite, Butterfinger. Though slippery hands 
are not ideal when holding a burger, the 
candy bar does make for a fine speci- 
men of a shake. 

Bottom line: Five Guys does 
indeed have a local following 
and I do admit that I adore 
their fries, but I would choose 
Smashburger time and time 
again if I were to find myself in 
the Clybourn corridor crav- 
ing a burger, which— let’s not be 
nitwitted— is always.

In 2004, Cavill was the leading con- 
tender for the title role when McG was attached to 
a Superman project. That movie fell through, but 
evolved two years later into “Superman Returns.” 

(That was 
probably a good thing.)

GOES ALL IN AS

Perhaps it’s not surprising that Michael 
Shannon, an Oscar nominee (“Revo- 
lutionary Road”) known for playing 
troubled characters, appears as tor- 
tured madman General Zod in “Man 
of Steel,” opening Friday Would he be 
open to doing something more unex- 
pected, like playing Superman? 

“I don’t know Look at Henry Cavill. 
He is Superman. He looks like Super- 
man, sounds like Superman. I’m a little 
more, I don’t know, freakish. Aren’t I?” 
asked Shannon, who has worked in the 
Chicago theater community off and on 
for more than 20 years and will appear 
this summer in “Simpatico” at the Red 
Orchid Theatre in Old Town. 

“I think people assume that my role in 
life is to play what are commonly perceived 
as nutty characters. So when someone says, 
‘Well, what if they said you could play Super- 
man?’ I get confused. I assume that people 
wouldn’t really want me to do that.” 

That’s a fair point, but it’s not as if the 
3 8 -year-old actor is predictable. He recently 
and hilariously read a now-legendary Delta 
Gamma sorority letter for “Funny or Die” and 
brings something new to each of his unset- 
tling roles, from “Bug” to “The Runaways” to 
“Premium Rush” to “Take Shelter.” In “Man 
of Steel,” Shannon says he wanted the part- 
played famously by Terence Stamp in 1978’s 
“Superman” and 1980’s “Superman II”— to 
focus on Zod’s dilemma. 

“It wasn’t about being nasty or mean or 
picking on people,” he said by phone from 
New York. “The guy sees his home destroyed 
in front of his very eyes. When I say home, I 
mean his entire planet. What an interesting 
place to start out from as an actor.” 

Shannon talks about working in Chicago 
(and eating at The Wiener’s Circle) in the 
edited transcript below Read more from the 
interview at redeyechicago.com. 

You shot some of the movie in the Chicago 
area. Is there anywhere in the city that you 
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wish “Man of Steel” would have filmed? 

Oh, wow The Wiener’s Circle would have 
been nice. I like their hot dogs. 

What would the conversation be like 
between the ladies at Wiener’s Circle and 
General Zod? 

{Laughs.} I actually think Zod would be 
bewildered. I think he would be so surprised 
that someone was treating him in that way 
{and} verbally abusing him. He wouldn’t re- 
ally know how to take it. 

He would just buckle under their aggression? 

Yeah, he’d probably wind up working in the 
kitchen. 

What’s the most lasting thing you learned 
working in Chicago theater, and how, if at 
all, did that inform how you approached 
General Zod? 

{Laughs.} Um, OK. Well, I know ultimately 


when this is printed it will probably be a 
fairly short answer, but that’s a pretty com- 
plicated question. I guess if I had to really 
super-sum it up, I would say that there’s a 
tremendous discipline about the theater art- 
ists I’ve worked with in Chicago. They’re re- 
lentless, and they’re very hard on themselves 
and they push themselves very hard. And I 
would imagine that’s what General Zod does 
as well, in his military training and also in his 
approach to trying to save his civilization. 

Was there an aspect of the role that required 
you to push yourself that way? 

Well, yeah, of course! I’m playing a general 
from an alien planet. That’s a pretty big role 
to try and get your head around. It’s not like 
I have had a similar life to General Zod. Our 
lives have been fairly different. I’m not a 
military person by nature. 

At first, you didn’t believe director Zack 


Snyder wanted you for this role. Why did you 
think it was a prank? 

I hadn’t done a big studio movie in a long 
time. I’ve been doing a lot of indies and I’ve 
been doing the TV show {“Boardwalk Em- 
pire”} of course and some theater. ... There’s 
a lot riding on these pictures. They take a 
huge risk every time they make one of these 
things. I figured it would be Daniel Day- 
Lewis or somebody like that. Apparently 
Billy Crudup years ago planted this seed in 
Zack’s mind. Billy told Zack he thought I was 
a pretty good actor, so I have to thank Billy 
Crudup for the recommendation. They were 
working together on the “Watchmen.” 

Would you ever work with a kangaroo 
again? 

{Laughs.} Jesus. That was really scary When 
that kangaroo rapped in “Kangaroo Jack,” 
that animated sequence, I found that very 
disconcerting. 
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At times, “Alan of Steel” bogs down 
with blunt statements about what 
the world can and can’t handle. That’s 
pretty much all Clark’s adopted father 
(Kevin Costner) tells him before tan- 
gling with a tornado to ensure the town 
doesn’t know his son’s strength. 

The film’s flying sequences do look 
awesome, but it goes overboard with 
its endless climactic sequence. I know 
some of “Steel” was shot in Chicago, 
Mr. Snyder, but you don’t have to 
compete with “Transformers: Dark of 
the Moon.” Superman and Zod don’t 
have to crash through every building in 
Metropolis. 

The movie connects as an Ameri- 
can story of heroism anyway Humans 
buckle in and confront the worst. Su- 
perman embraces his role by searching 
for his identity, rather than grumbling 
about his paradoxical responsibilities: 
Save the public, but don’t let them 
know what you can do. 

He’s one of the original selfless 
studs, the fallible but fearless protector. 
Even non-comic book fans can easily 
look at someone like that with awe. 
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Enjoy your new digs

Perhaps writer- 
director Jason Wise could have given us 
an indication of why these guys — and it’s 
all guys, with no one acknowledging why 
women don’t appear to participate — claim 
the test is the hardest thing they’ve ever had 
to do.

nowhere in “Somm” is there an indication of 
how these bros hone their senses or how the 
test wines are selected. 

How can you tell the wine’s year based on 
the flavor/scent/appearance?

Do you ever drink wine 
for fun anymore? Wise asks none of these 
questions, merely observing as candidate 
DLynn Proctor notes hints of “wet forest 
floor” and “decaying animal skin,” some- 
thing I’m sure was the winemaker’s intent. 

The film presents sommeliers as experts 
of pairing wine with food, yet the film omits 
that aspect of the training, during which 
everyone puts their lives and wives aside. 
Watching people memorize and drink wine 
just ain’t that interesting, and “Somm” 
ignores that, in general, most people don’t 
really care about the world of sommeliers

and probably think they’re pretentious. 

The public wants to drink wine, not hear a 
lecture about it. 

“Jiro Dreams of Sushi” did a much better 
job of highlighting an unusual obsession. 
“Somm” has more in common with “Scatter

high-end fashion was of supreme impor- 
tance in 2013. 

Kudos to those who become masters, 
and for a little while the personalities are 
enough to help “Somm” amuse. Still, it’s 
more of a niche amuse bouche than a full- 
bodied doc.

matter but not style, 
the documentary 
“The Source Family” 
chronicles a rather 
unusual family— un- 
less you see nothing 
out of the ordinary 
about a marriage between Sunflower and 
Heaven. 

Yes, those are people’s names, not an 
attempted union between a plant and the 
afterlife. 

The family is the cult that formed in 1970s 
California around Jim Baker, a leader with 
an almost comically absurd backstory: The 
6-feet-4 spiritual father figure /WWI I vet 
was dubbed ‘America’s strongest boy” at 12, 
killed at least two guys with his bare hands 
and participated in somewhere between two 
and 11 bank robberies. (He also opened some 
of the country’s first natural food restaurants 
and hung out with Steve McQueen.) 

That’s according to interviews with his 
former disciples, whose memories of their 
time under Baker’s tutelage never escape the 
sense that his teachings at least tripled in

wisdom due to everyone’s brain being half- 
fried by acid. 

Director Maria Demopoulos and Jodi 
Wille depict a lot of stories without much 
focus or form, confining even the most 
eyebrow-raising, interesting anecdotes to 
an ‘And then this happened” structure. You 
never really feel like you were there, and 
neither the film nor most of the interview 
subjects deliver much analysis of the group. 

Instead, there are discussions of Baker 
leading folks in the spontaneous recording 
of 65 albums of free-flowing psychedelia, and 
the leader’s violation of his own command- 
ment once he decided he wanted to be with 
as many women as possible. 

Perhaps it’s not shocking that good 
intentions turned bad once power and a 
mind-altering, anti-antibiotics scene took 
over. Still, even bizarre ramblings deserve 
recognition when, for whatever reason, they 
united people looking for something no one 
else was selling.

Rogen, Goldberg 
slam own films

Producing partners Seth Rogen and Evan 
Goldberg understand why critics panned 
their “The Green Hornet” and “The Guilt 
Trip,” and they weren’t afraid to admit it on 
comedian Doug Benson’s “Doug Loves Mov- 
ies” and Marc Maron’s “WTF” podcasts ear- 
lier this week. 

While chatting about the duo’s directorial 
debut that opened Wednesday “This Is the 
End,” Benson brought up a joke in the movie 
poking fun at “Green Hornet,” a 2011 
action movie directed by Michel 
Gondry 

“It was just a perfect 
storm of bad [bleep] hap- 
pening,” Rogen said. “We 
shouldn’t make expensive 
movies where we can’t 
just do a million dick jokes. 

That’s what we’ve learned 
over the years.” 

Would they do a sequel even if 
they could take their desired, hard-R 
rated approach? 

“No, not at all. That would be a nightmare,” 
Rogen said. Added Goldberg, “I would rather 
just not work for a year.” 

When Benson brought up watching “Guilt 
Trip” on not one, but two airplanes, Rogen 
couldn’t resist jabbing the quality of his 2012 
collaboration with Barbra Streisand. 

“We shot that movie in the format that 
plays on airplanes only,” Rogen joked. “They 
were like, ‘Talk loud because the engine will 
be roaring. You’ve got to talk over the engine; 
there’s announcements early on in the flight. 
Y)u’ve got to take that into consideration.’ ” 


Their candid reflection on “Hornet” con- 
tinued during Maron’s “WTF” podcast. 

Rogen called it “a dark time” because he and 
Goldberg dedicated three years of their lives 
to a production that ended up being “a {bleep- 
ing} nightmare.” The problem? A combination 
of a massive budget, an inexperienced director 
in Gondry and an overbearing studio. 

“If there is one thing I look back on like, 
‘What was the problem there?’ It was just the 
budget,” Rogen said. “We can’t make a really 
edgy fun movie for our types of peo- 
ple for that amount of money” 
Despite the production 
problems and criticism, 
Rogen and Goldberg said 
“Green Hornet” was their 
highest-grossing movie to 
date, but admitted they 
were disappointed with the 
domestic take. Although the 
superhero movie made $227 
million worldwide, it grossed 
$98.7 million domestically. 

Their apocalypse comedy “This Is the 
End,” which only cost $31 million to make, 
pulled in $2.2 million in late-night shows 
Tuesday, according to studio estimates. 

After surviving the apocalypse, Rogen and 
Goldberg are moving onto their second direc- 
torial project “The Interview,” where Rogen 
and Franco will play journalists on a mission 
to “assassinate the president of North Korea,” 
Rogen said, calling it their “comedic Argo.’ ” 

The duo will also be making their animated 
film debut with an R-rated comedy “Sausage 
Party,” about sausages in a grocery store.

Shame on Tommy 
Wiseau’s atrocious cult 
classic “The Room” 
for so many reasons. 
Most recently though, 
shame for pulling me 
out of the affecting 
Israeli drama “Fill the 
Void” when a character utters, “It’s tearing me 
apart, Rivka,” and making me picture Wiseau 
bellowing, “You’re tearing me apart, Lisa!” 

The films couldn’t be any more different. In 
the Orthodox, Hassidic Tel Aviv community of 
“Void,” women concern themselves with mar- 
riage and children and ... that’s about it. They 
linger in the background while the men sit at the 
table. So when 18 -year-old Shira (Hadas Yiron) 
actually supports the man she’s about to marry 
rather than lamenting the possible mismatch 
that comes with tradition, it counts as a win. 

Then, tragedy Shira’s older sister Esther 
(Renana Raz) dies during childbirth, and 
Shira’s mother Rivka (Irit Sheleg), like any new 
grandparent, can’t bear the thought of her son- 
in-law Yochay (Yiftach Klein) remarrying and

taking Rivka’s grandchild to Belgium. If only 
Rivka could think of someone local to recom- 
mend to Tochay Hey, what about Shira?! 

The question of, “Should anyone’s aunt be- 
come their mom?” sounds more like an episode 
of “Maury” than a tender Jewish drama, but 
this feature debut for writer-director Rama 
Burshtein articulates this society’s constant ur- 
gency and claustrophobic decisions. Burshtein 
underplays Yochay’s grief and ends on a mo- 
ment that’s sad rather than shattering, yet you 
don’t have to share these characters’ beliefs to 
relate to a difficult family situation. 

“Yochay is a good man, but it’s your deci- 
sion,” Shira’s told with the kind of passive-ag- 
gressive message that basically says, “No pres- 
sure, but come on!” People of any background 
can feel trapped by unexpected circumstances, 
and, in many ways, “Fill the Void” speaks to 
that timeless question: What now?

off vamps Bill and Eric (Alexander Skarsgard). 
How long she remains fanger-free this time 
I don’t know, but she seems to dig another 
half-human, half-faerie named Ben (Rob 
Kazinsky). 

Sookie and Jason also meet their long-lost 
faerie grandfather, Niall (Rutger Hauer), who 
informs them they are descended from a 
royal line of faeries. Unfortunately for Jason, 
though, he hasn’t been sprinkled with the 
pixie dust. “The genes skipped you,” Niall tells 
him. The family reunion coincides with the ar- 
rival of Warlow, that mysterious vampire who 
killed Jason and Sookie’s parents. 

Warlow is after the same thing every other 
Big Bad on the series has wanted: Sookie.

The Lonely Island brings 
their friends along 
for new album, videos

The Lonely Island isn’t quite so lonely these days. 

Even though its members— Andy Samberg, Jor- 
ma Taccone, and Akiva Schaffer— are often apart 
because they live on different coasts, they’re still 
united in the studio, as well as in a series of Wack 
Wednesday videos — seriously how many artists 
drop a video for just about every song on the album 
anymore? They also have a bevy of guest stars to 
keep them company on the tracks, in the clips and 
in televised performances. 

Their latest release, “The Wack Album,” out this 
week, features not only Robyn (“Go Kindergar- 
ten,” with Paul Rudd and Diddy weighing in on the 
video) and Pharrell (“Hugs”), but also Hugh Jack- 
man and Kristen Wiig (“You’ve Got the Look”) and 
Green Day’s Billie Joe Armstrong (“I Run NY”). 

And that’s not counting the guest stars who 
turned out for the video of “Spring Break An- 
them,” in which Zack Galifianakis, James Franco 
and Ed Norton gamely step up and make a gay mar- 
riage statement with their Lonely Island lovers. 


And yet, the guys still lament not being able to 
fit more friends in. But as Samberg said, “There’s 
only so many spots on one fake rap album!” And 
there was one icon he really wanted. “Sheila E. 
would be the {bleep},” he said. “I saw her at the Fo- 
rum, and she was awesome. She’s on the wish list.” 

The group’s previous albums, “Incredibad” and 
“Turtleneck & Chain,” were enriched by access 
to “Saturday Night Live” guest stars. These days 
scheduling is a bit trickier. “When we made al- 
bums in the past,” Samberg said, “it wasn’t always 
because someone was on the show when we asked 
them, but in their minds, they were like, ‘There’s a 
chance this is for the show’ People came to ‘SNL,’ 
and we plugged them into songs.” 

“They just walked into our office,” Schaffer said, 
“and it was easier to get everything done. Now we 
may get a yes just as fast, but there’s logistics to 
consider: ‘OK, but where are you?’ ” 

So for the new album, some participants were 
recorded in New York (such as Solange and Ken- 
drick Lamar, who guests on “YOLO” with Adam 
Levine), some in Los Angeles (Pharrell and Too 
Short, who guests on “The Compliments”), and 
some on Skype. Jackman accommodated the guys 
during a promotional junket for “Les Miz.” 

“We rented a room adjacent to the hotel room

he was doing it in, and we had an engineer there, 
and I was on Skype,” Samberg said. “He just walked 
in, and I watched him record for a good 45 minutes 
to an hour. He did a bunch of great takes. ... It was 
great. It was Jean Valjean meets Cameo.” 

How comfortable the guests get with being 
raunchy or silly also plays a part in the recording, 
Schaffer said. “We’re very conscious of the differ- 
ent personalities, if someone doesn’t want to curse 
as much, or if someone doesn’t want to play with 
their image too much,” he said. 

Sometimes a guest’s point of view may shift a 
bit. Michael Bolton, for instance, at first asked the 
group to give him something “even crazier” than 
what they originally came up with for “Jack Spar- 
row.” Then he passed on that version, deciding it 
had become “too filthy” But later, he added his 
own F-words to a separate digital short. 

“We were like, ‘Dude! Totally!”’ Taccone said. 
Samberg added, ‘And now there’s a Michael 
Bolton character that only exists in the world of 
our videos.”
